Normally you'll find that each page is 0,0035" thick 
(+ moisture in the air), except for the covers which 
are 0.0125") eachs -So.if you need a) 1.257" shim, .vhe 
handbook will do fine. However if a smalicr shim is 
needed (in multiples of 0.0035") use this handy formulas 


1.257" _- x = pages to be removed (Equs 1) 
Ohg 60,0035 where x = shim needa desired 
Example; Ifa .07i207" shim is needed 1.257" - 0,207" 2 
0.0035 


300 pages to be removed. 

If increments of 0.00175" are required, use Equ,.. to cal- 
culate to the nearest page above needed measurement, 
then take a sharp knife and split a page in half (Exe 
take out pase #41, but leave page #42). Because of 
the smoothness of the covers, it is recommended that 
these not be removed unless necessary -= the smooth 
surfaces will assist your placing of the book, 

In the event of a mis-calculation, where the thickness is 
less than desired, dip the book in luke-warm water, 
until desired measurement is reached. If this also 
fails, ask to borrow Jerry's book, and then give it 
another try!
